The making of this series of spellers has been guided 
by the following simple principles : 

First, that there is a large number of English words 
that present no spelling difficulty, words that one cannot 
well misspell if he tries, and that these words should not 
be put in a spelling book to be studied, since they need 
no study, and simply dissipate, rather than concentrate, 
attention. Examples of such words are top, sit, fat, spring, 
desk, etc. This class of words has been excluded from 
these books, though it is the custom to tf pad " spelling 
books with great numbers of them. 

Second, that there is another class of words, usually 
found in large numbers in spelling books, which really 
belongs only in dictionaries. This class includes words 
rarely or never used by school children and seldom used 
even by adults. Many of these words belong only to the 
vocabularies of specialists, and will be learned as needed 
in the years after school life. On the rare occasions when 
they need to be used by the average person, they may 
be looked up in the dictionary, just as we look up out- 
of-the-way places in an atlas, rather than try to remember 
the location of every locality on the globe. As examples 
of this class of words we take the following from well- 
known spelling books : congruity, banditti, hauberk, mono- 
theism, mendacity, yucca, crappie, hauteur, hegira, auk, etc. 
Such words will not be found in these books*

Third, that for the most part spelling is an art and 
not a science, and must be learned as any other art is 
learned, by practice, Repetition, drill. With this in view, 
bt£t;f^w wtoteh^ye been introduced in a lesson, that the 
teacher may have* tube. Jo thoroughly drill the pupils on 
: 7Ap$jfr p&% .rthfcfe^ flxVthe/ spelling habit. Few as are the 
words in a lesson (and the number has been fixed by 
years of actual testing in the schoolroom to find how 
many the average child can really learn), the books as 
a whole contain over thirty-five hundred words. If there 
are added to this number the words learned in the pri- 
mary grades before the spelling book is used, the hun- 
dreds of words in common use that need no special 
study, and the hundreds of others that come under the 
rules taught in these books, it makes a list as large as 
is ever used by the average man or woman, while the 
number of words to be learned in any year is not too 
large to be actually learned, not simply skimmed over. 
This gives both teacher and pupil a definite task, and 
one that each may feel he can complete, and so may 
enter upon with spirit and confidence. The habit once 
formed of carefully looking at words to see how they are 
spelled, in the high school and in the years after school 
new words will be learned as they are needed. 

Fourth, that there are a very few rules for spelling 
that can be readily learned and applied and that are 
applicable to a large number of common words. These 
rules are taught, not simply as sentences to be committed 
to memory, but by actual application to the words whose 
spelling they govern. 

Fifth, that spelling is learned chiefly through the eye, 
and that the word should therefore be printed in a large, 
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PREFACE V 

plain type, without any diacritic marks to complicate or 
blur the image. 

Sixth, that a difficult word usually has but one diffi- 
cult place that needs special attention, and that pupils 
should be drilled to look for this difficult place. 

The word lists here given have been tested and revised 
by years of use in the schoolroom by many teachers, and 
have been carefully compared with various spelling lists 
used as examination lists and with the words in other 
books. 

Grateful acknowledgment is made to Mr. J. W. 
Sweeney, County Superintendent of Schools, Elk 
County, Pennsylvania, and to Mr. C. D. Koch, Pennsyl- 
vania State High School Inspector, for a careful reading 
of the manuscripts and for many most valuable sugges- 
tions. The author is also under obligation to Dr. J. George 
Becht, Secretary of the Pennsylvania State Board of 
Education, for valuable suggestions and encouragement 
in the preparation of the books, and to many teachers 
in his own schools, whose faithful carrying out of ex- 
periments and plans has made these books possible.

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TO THE TEACHER 

HOW TO USE THIS BOOK 

This is not a preface ; it is a part of the book, with- 
out which the rest is of comparatively small value. "We 
shall make the explanations that follow as brief as pos- 
sible, but without them a large part of the book becomes 
a mere list of words and not a spelling book. 

This book has been prepared in the belief that the 
day for hearing spelling classes is past, and that the day 
for teaching spelling has arrived. If you read these di- 
rections, you will, we believe, agree that they present 
a clear, simple method for teaching the art of spelling, 
and that this method is correct, because it is based on 
those actual laws of the mind which are always brought 
into use when one really learns to spell. In order that 
these laws may be clearly understood, and so may be 
utilized in the teaching of the spelling lessons, we call 
attention to them here. 

A person learns to spell a word, say the word senior, 
in some one or all of the following ways. A normal 
child uses them all, but he depends on some much more 
than on others. 

1. By recalling how the word looks; that is, by using 
the image-making power of the mind to make an im- 
aginary picture of the word as it appears on the written 
or printed page. Do you do this? Do you see the

word you wish to spell? Most children depend on this 
more than on any other of the mental processes. While 
this is not the only important principle, it is by far the 
most important. The key to correct spelling lies most 
largely in the ability to visualize. A clear and correct 
mental picture is, in almost every case, an absolute ne- 
cessity in spelling. The picture may be obtained by a 
careful study of correct forms and by frequently copying 
them. The incorrect form should not be placed before the 
eyes of pupils lest an incorrect image be fixed in the mind. 
2. By recalling how the letters of the word sound when 
uttered in succession ; that is, by using the auditory image- 
making power of the mind to recall in imagination the 
sounds or values of the successive letters as they are 
pronounced in spelling the word. Do you do this ? In 
this process we are in the habit of associating the letters 
in a certain order, so that each recalls the following one. 
To illustrate this : when you say the alphabet, a recalls b 
by a habitual association with it ; b recalls c, and so on, 
so that you easily run off the letters in the right order. 
In fact, when the repetition of the alphabet is once 
started, it "says itself." You will appreciate this the 
more fully if you try to say the alphabet backward. In 
precisely the same way in spelling the word senior, when 
you think of the 8 as the beginning of the word senior, it 
recalls the e by association with it, the e recalls the n, 
and so on through the word. In this case again, try to 
go through the process backward, and you will find that 
while you know the positions of the letters very well, you 
have considerable difficulty in putting them in the right 
order to spell the word backward, because you have not 
been in the habit of associating them in that order.

3. By the habitual association of the movements of the 
lips, tongue, palate, etc., made in pronouncing the letters 
of the word in spelling it. In the case of the word senior, 
when you think of this word and begin to spell, the move- 
ments made in pronouncing the 8 recall the movements 
made in pronouncing the e, and so on. To prove this, 
spell the word senior to yourself, not trying to spell 
aloud, but merely thinking of the spelling, while your 
mouth is held wide open, so that your lips, tongue, etc., 
cannot move easily. When you have given attention to 
it thus, you will be able to detect attempted movements 
in your vocal organs, and when these movements cannot 
be made, you find it more difficult to even think out the 
spelling of the word. 

4. By the habitual association in their order of the 
movements made in writing the word. When you start 
to write a familiar word, such as the word then, this is 
what you do: you think the word then; you begin to 
write the t, and then, with little or no conscious effort 
on your part, the hand writes the other letters largely 
by reflex action. To show this, begin to write some 
common word, and after writing the first letter, look off 
the paper and think of something else. This experiment 
should be tried while writing along in the midst of a 
sentence with your usual rapidity. You may need to 
make several trials to reach the result stated, and it 
may at first seem that it is not true, but there is no 
doubt that it is true, as you may prove to your satis- 
faction by experimenting long enough. In fact, you 
know, if you consider the matter, that when writing 
along in the ordinary way, you are thinking of the idea 
contained in the whole clause or sentence and not very 
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X THE PEIRCE SPELLERS 

much of the individual letters and their order. The 
spelling and writing of familiar words in ordinary com- 
position occupies so small a part of your attention that 
the actions are nearly or quite unconscious and automatic. 

5. By the use of rules. This method is usually neg- 
lected, but the learning of even three or four rules, 
and practicing them until they are thoroughly mastered 
in their application, will secure the spelling of a very 
large number of common words. Only one such rule 
should be attempted at a time, however, and it must be 
thoroughly mastered by practice in applying it if it is to 
prove of value. Take, for example, the rule that mono- 
syllables ending in one consonant, preceded by one vowel, 
double the final consonant on adding a suffix beginning 
with a vowel, and make a list of words which come under 
this rule, such as tinned, tapping, fitting, sunny, etc., and 
you will very likely be surprised to see how long a list 
of common words you can make to which this rule applies, 
and the spelling of which presents no other difficulty. 

There may be other mental acts involved in the art 
of spelling, but these five are the most important To 
have them clearly in mind let us repeat them briefly. 
One remembers how to spell a word by 

1. Recalling how it looks. 

2. Recalling how its letters sound in order, one sound 
recalling the next. 

3. The association in their order of the movements of the 
organs of articulation made in pronouncing the letters of 
the word. 

4. The association in their order of the movements made 
in writing the word, one movement recalling the next. 

5. The use of rules.

If these are the real mental processes carried on in 
spelling (and that they are, our own experience as well 
as the published testimony of leading educators gives 
abundant evidence), it follows that any correct teach- 
ing of spelling must have in view these mental proc- 
esses in order that it may train them so thoroughly that 
they become habitual processes. We mean to say that it 
is the business of the teacher to develop in the child the 
spelling habit. 

It is a well-known fact that among children of good 
mental ability some are habitually good spellers, while 
others are just as habitually poor spellers. It is equally 
true, though not so well known, that this habit of correct 
spelling can be developed in all normal children, though 
of course not to an equal degree. 

The application of these five principles, then, leads to 
the use of the following methods. In teaching spelling, 
the teacher should not expect the child, who has no 
knowledge of the principles involved, and so no knowl- 
edge of the correct way to go about it, to take a book of 
words and go off by himself and learn to spell. Let the 
teacher first master these principles, and then let him 
apply them in teaching the child how to spell. 

METHODS BASED ON THE ABOVE PRINCIPLES 

1. Give the pupil a clear mental picture of the word in 
order that he may recall it. You may help make this 
picture on the mind of the pupil more vivid by cutting 
out from a piece of white paper a slit just as wide as the 
height of the type, and with this let the pupil cover all 
but the one word he is studying, so that he sees but 
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xii THE PEIRCE SPELLERS 

one word — gets but one image on his mental camera 
at a time. The correct mental picture will be learned 
most effectively by both copying the words and writing 
them from memory. The effort to reproduce with pen 
or pencil is the most effective way of impressing the 
mental picture. 

Marking words with diacritic marks in the text of the 
spelling lessons seriously interferes with getting this 
mental picture, since it makes the image complex and 
obscure. In proof of this, look at the list of words 
given below, marked and unmarked, and see which you 
think makes the clearer impression on the child's mental 
camera.

Your class being now assembled that you may teach 
them, after they have looked thus at the word, have 
them look up from the book and try to see it ; that is, 
to make an image of it. Explain to them what you want 
them to do, and then try to get them to see the words 
in this way, lesson after lesson, until they have formed the 
habit of thus imaging them. Remember that a habit can- 
not be formed without, and cannot help but be formed 
by, sufficient repetition. 

2. Have them speak the word after you, in concert or 
individually, as time permits, slowly and distinctly. The 
reason for this is that they mil spell as they pronmmce. 
You know this by experience. A boy who says "artic " 
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TO THE TEACHER xiii 

will not be likely to spell arctic. Persons who have 
impediments in speech, unless they are unusually strong 
visualizers, invariably are poor spellers. The reasons for 
this are to be found in principles 2 and 3. 

3. Have the word spelled aloud. This gives the pupils 
the auditory image and the association of the letters by 
soundi Have the word spelled in a whisper; have it 
spelled by making the lips move without making any 
sound. Vary these last methods so that they do not 
become tiresome and monotonous, but have them repeated 
in one form or other, as repetition, or drill, is necessary to 
form habit, and the teacher's aim should be the forming 
of the spelling habit. 

4. Have them write each word ten times if the length 
of the recitation period will permit. Here again drill 
forms habit, and the habit of associating the order of the 
letters with the movements made in writing them should 
be the aim. Time may often be saved by having the 
spelling words written for the writing lesson. 

5. Teach the rules as found in the lessons. It has been 
shown by actual trial that pupils from the third school 
year up can learn to apply these rules. 

6. Call the class to the recitation. This should be 
done half an hour or more after the teaching of the 
lesson, a part of the interval being spent in studying the 
lesson, as above taught, from the book. At the recita- 
tion, have the words both written and spelled orally from 
memory without having them pronounced to the class 
by the teacher. If they have been properly studied, there 
will be no difficulty in remembering what the words are. 
This recitation serves as a test, and any words now mis- 
spelled should be drilled upon until every pupil can spell 
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xiv THE PEIRCE SPELLEES 

all the words, and these words should also be marked 
in the review lessons for further drill. 

7. Never give more than three to six new words at a 
lesson. That is all the average child can learn in one lesson. 
If he already knows the words, there is no need to study 
them ; if he does not know them, are not six new images 
all he is likely to get fixed clearly in mind at one lesson ? 
Remember that each new word actually learned means 
the fixing of a number of new associations ; if too many 
are attempted at once, there will surely be a failure. 
The author has seen the spelling lessons of a class de- 
creased from five words to three words a day with most 
gratifying results. To some the number of new words 
may seem too few, but an average of five new words a 
day for, say, thirty-six weeks in the year means nine hun- 
dred words. In six years this would amount to more 
words than the average person uses. Add to this list the 
very large number of words such as is, are, it, etc., that 
are never misspelled anyway except by the almost hope- 
lessly stupid or careless, a condition that will best be 
righted by the very drill we have outlined above, and it 
will be seen that in less than six school years all the 
words commonly used in writing will be mastered. 

Briefly, then, the methods are these : 

1. Get the pupil to see the word in imagination. 

2. Save the word enunciated distinctly. 

3. Have the word spelled orally. 

4. Have the word written several times. 

5. Teach rules, as you find them in the look, giving plenty 
of practice in applying them. 

6. Have separate recitations for teaching the lesson and 
for giving the test*

7. Do not give more than three to six new words at 
a lesson. 

8. Train pupils to look for the difficult part or parts 
of the word. 

If you follow these methods, you will have done some- 
thing more than " give out " a spelling lesson ; you will 
have taught the pupils to spell certain words, and more 
than this, you will have taught them in such a way as 
to quicken their attention, help them to clearer enun- 
ciation and better pronunciation, strengthen their image- 
making power, and give them a new power over words 
and better intellectual training for all their work. If 
you go over each of the steps in these methods until you 
know them, and put them in practice in your classes, 
neglecting none, but varying them from time to time, 
you will be amply repaid by the success of your work. 

Correct spelling depends, most largely on the power 
to see clearly and to enunciate distinctly. To train and 
develop the power of observation of word forms and the 
enunciation of words is to develop the power to spell. 
The time of the spelling recitation could therefore often 
be advantageously taken in giving exercises to teach 
quick and accurate perception and the distinct enuncia- 
tion of difficult words and combinations of words. A 
page or two of such exercises are given here to show 
what can be done in this line. 

SUGGESTIVE EXERCISES IN ENUNCIATION 

It is intended that these exercises be read by the 
different members of the class, with the understanding 
that they are to be so read that every syllable shall be 
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xvi THE PEIRCE SPELLERS 

clearly and correctly pronounced. However, the reader 
should carefully avoid separating the syllables in pro- 
nunciation as they would not be separated in correct 
speaking. 

These exercises are merely suggestive. If these alone 
are read a few times, they will accomplish but little. 
Other exercises presenting more than the average diffi- 
culty should be selected from the reading lesson every 
day, and these should be read with special care as to 
enunciation, until the class forms the habit of clear and 
distinct speaking. This result cannot be accomplished in 
a day or a week, but the patience and persistence re- 
quired will be repaid not only in the spelling work, but 
in reading and speaking and in general habits of accuracy. 

Amidst the mists and coldest frosts, 
With barest wrists and stoutest boasts, 
He thrusts his fists against the posts, 
And still insists he sees the ghosts.

EXERCISES IN PERCEPTION 

The teacher may put on the board, one at a time, new 
words, keeping them covered from the sight of the class ; 
then, when all are at attention, uncover the word for just 
a second or two, cover again, and see whether the mem- 
bers of the class can name the letters in order. This rec- 
itation should not be in concert, but by individuals. An 
excellent exercise is to have all pupils write the word. 
In this way every member of the class is tested. 

The aim is to have the pupil know the letters in their 
order. In the same way try combinations of letters and 
figures, or have words spelled backward. The following 
serve merely as examples of this work, which can be 
multiplied indefinitely:

The teacher will have no difficulty in adding to these 
exercises indefinitely, and her own ingenuity will sug- 
gest a variety in ways of presenting them.
